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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicants' submissions, filed 1/10/05, 2/14/05, 5/9/05, have been entered. 

Amended claims 3, 6, 7, and 8; cancelled claims 1-2, 4-5, and 9-18; and new claim 19, 
filed 5/9/05, are acknowledged. 

Claims herein under examination are 3, 6-8, and 19. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, second paragraph 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3, 6-8, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The preamble of claim 3 is directed to a method of constructing a model for predicting 
molecular behavior using marker molecules which is confusing as the method steps choose a 
marker molecule but do not construct a model for predicting molecular behavior. Because the 
preamble breathes life and meaning into a claim, the method steps are not commensurate with

the limitations found in the preamble. Therefore, it is unclear if the preamble or the method 
steps are controlling the metes and bounds of instant claim 3. Clarification of this issue via 
clearer claim wording is requested. Claims 6-8 and 19 are also rejected due to their dependency 
from instant claim 3.
